In response to the Election of Species Requirement mailed August 10, 2004, in connection 
with the above-identified application, applicants submit the following: 

In the Election of Species Requirement the Examiner has taken the position that the 
application includes claims directed at two different and patentably distinct specic$ of the invention. 

Specifically, the Examiner has taken the position that Figs. 1 -5 are directed to one species of 
the invention (Species A) and that Figs. 6-7 are directed to a different species of the invention 
(Species B). 

The Examiner states that there are no generic claims in the application. 
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Applicants note that the species of the invention which the Examiner contends to be distinct 
differ in the manner in which the second cylindrical member is moved with respect to the first 
cylindrical member. 

Accordingly, claims 1-3, and 9-21 are generic to both species of the invention. 

Applicants' hereby elect to have the species of the invention depicted in Figs. 1 -5 examined 
in the present application. 

The claims that read on the elected species (Species A) are 1-5 and 9-21 . 

Notwithstanding applicants' election, the Examiner is respectfully requested to reconsider the 
Election of Species Requirement and examine all of the pending claims 1-21 in the present 
application. 

It is believed that the above is a complete response to the Election of Species Requirement.
